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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Tlie new amendments would require further search and consideration. In fact, the examiner performed a 
preliminary search to determine whether the case could be allowed after final, but rapidly found two references which might be applicable 
(Clark et al (U.S. Patent 6,096,272, which teaches detection in the chamber of a device with a carousel which has a blower, etc) and 
Schiffman et al (U.S. Patent 5.645,748, see column 15, lines 9-18 discussing monitoring a carousel). So in order to properly evaluate 
these amendments, further search and consideration is required of these references and a complete search is necessary to determine 
whether there is other and perhaps better prior art which might be applicable to these claims. Further, there is the issue of whether the 
claims, particularly as amended, receive benefit of priority to the parent application, which is a further issue that requires additional 
consideration.
